PORTUGAL GUARANTEED ", APRIL 21 CENTRIST "JORNAL NOVO" - 
"SOARES TODAY WITH CARTER: BIT I JON- AND-H AT .F-DOI ,1 , AR-I .PAN 
TO PORTUGAL GUARANTEED"; WEEKLY RIGHTIST NEWSPAPER 
"O PAIS" - "MARIO SOARES: LOAN TO PORTUGAL IS SOLID." 

"O PAIS" QUOTED SOARES AS TELLING THAT PAPER "HE 
UNDERSTOOD THE MANNER IN WHICH THE LOAN WOULD BE CARRIED 
OUT HAD NOT BEEN DEFINED AS YET, BUT AS FOR ITS 
COMPLETION THERE ARE NO DOUBTS, AND THAT IT WILL BE 
FINALIZED SHORTLY." THAT VIEWPOINT WAS ECHOED IN 
MOST REPORTS. SOME PAPERS CARRIED FURTHER NOTE ALONG 
LINES OF THIS PARAGRAPH FROM "A CAPITAL ": "IT IS NOT 
COMPLETELY DEFINED YET EXACTLY HOW THE MONEY WILL
